HERE is a runner on first 


and third base and one out. 
The team in the field has a lead 
of two runs. The batsman hits 
a long fly to the left fielder, 
which is caught.

How should this play be exe- 
cuted to the best possible ad- 
vantage of the team in the field? 

On a long fly to the outfield, 
the percentage is largely in favor 
of the runner on third beating 
the throw ‘to the plate. 

Since the team in the field has 
a two-run lead, it is best to play 
safe and concede the run. 

This still leaves the team in 
the field one run to the good. 
In order to protect that run as 
nuch as possible, the fielder 
should get the ball to sec- 
ond without a moment’s delay, 
thereby preventing the runner 
on first advancing to that base 
and being in position to score on 
a hit. 

The shortstop should cover sec- 
ond on this play and the second 
baseman should back up the 
throw to that base.

‘Missouri. If Borah lacks Reed's 
brilllancy, his speeches are at times 
more logical. 

The addresses of both possess a 
directness that Clay never had.

| proentace and Webster In some of 
his later speeches. lost followers by 
ithelr wavering.

The reason for this improvement | 
in transatlantic communication has | 
heen due more to improvements In | 
the transmitting and receiving ap- | 
/paratus than to any devices that 
‘eliminate static. The power used 
by the transmitting stations has 
been increased and the apparatus 
is much more efficient than that 
used by the companies that oper- | 
ated before the war. The receiving 
‘instruments have been improved 
somewhat, though they do not in-| 
clude the sensitive amplifiers that | 
‘were used by the old stations. 

The experience therefore of these 
large stations has been that to elilm- 
inate static and to work through 
the summer months without inter- ; 
ruptions the power used by the! 
transmitters must be increased and | 
ithe receiving sets made less sens'!- 
‘tive. In other words, the signals | 
are made stronger to the extent 
that static is in the background. | 
'The same holds true for broadcast- 
ing’éstations and radio listeners, e«- 
cept that static is more bothersome 
to radiophone reception than to | 
code signals. It is for this reason | 
that the power used by many of. 
\the broadcasting stations has been | 
‘{nereased. It is our only hope of 
‘making broadcasting nonseasonal. 
ay great number of small con- 
cerns have placed on the markét 
‘go-called static eliminators. Some | 
‘of them appear to reduce static, | 
‘and no doubt many listeners wil) | 
‘think them good. The fact is that | 
‘most of these devices simply re-_| 
duce the strength of signals before 
they reach the receiver and do cut | 
down the volume of static. but in| 
exactly the same proportion that | 
‘they reduce the signals. The same, 
effects can be obtained by cvytting | 
down the length of the antenna 
by cutting out a stage or two of 
amplification, or by reducing the 
filament or plate voltage. 

During the winter, when radio 
reception is good, one very often 
cuts down the strength of signale 
from local broadcasting stations) 
or stations that come through clear |

Here Next Year 

INCE St. Louls rarely has ar 
s opportunity of hearing orches- 

tras from other cities, Miss 
Elizabeth Cueny has made a be- 
sinning towards remedying this 
need by announcing that the Min- 
neapolis Symphony Orchestra will 
2e@ presented at the Odeon on the 
evening of Feb. 2, 1926. Henri 
Verbrugghen will direct, and the 
organization will bring its full 
strength of some 80 musicians. The 
last out-of-town orchestra to visit 
this city was the Detroit Symphony 
Orchestra, directed by Ossip Gabri- 
iowitsch, three years ago.

On the night before the Earl's wife, a 26- 
vear-old beauty, had carried through her plot 
to perfection. She and two women friends, 
a Mrs. Mills and a Miss Hilton, had been 
permitted to visit the Earl for what the En- 
glish authorities believed was the last time. 
Each woman wore two complete dresses. 

Mrs. Mills was a large woman of about 
the same stature as the Earl. She was to 
enter the Tower as Mrs. Mills and depart as 
Mrs. Betty. ‘Her outer garments, which she 


T= Earl of Nithisdale, a Catholic, had 


changed in a room in the Tower, were Car- 
ried in to the Earl by his wife. he prisoner 
donned them and his Countess led him weep- 
ing from the cell, saying: ““Run to my lodg- 
ings and bring her with you,’’ as if dispatch- 
ing the woman on a hasty errand. “MTs. 
Mills’’ nodded and was allowed to pass by 
sympathetic sentries. The real Mrs. Mills 
had preceded her. 

To cover the escape, the brave Countess 
returned to the Earl’s cell. For 20 minutes 
or so she carried on an imaginary conversa- 
tion, asking questions and answering them 
in her own voice, deepened to imitate her 
husband’s. Then she departed, telling the 
jailer, “My lord is at his prayers. Do not 
disturb him.”’ 


From Libby Prison. 


OL. THOMAS E. ROSE of the Union 
C=: Was taken prisoner at the battle 
of Chickamauga and sent to Libby Pris- 
on in Richmond, Oct. 1, 1863. This was the 
most important ConfeWerate prison and noto- 
rious for its ill treatmeng of the men con- 
fined. It had been a tobacco warehouse and 
was built of stout brick walls. Standing alone 
the building could be guarded easily on a!! 
four sides. To the east there was a vacant 
lot and a shed, but fugitives would be obliged 
to cross a large open space before they 
reached this shelter. 
Seeing the lay of things, Col. Rose deter- 
mined that a tunnel would have to be con- 


structed. He learned from a surreptitious 
survey of the place that the tunnel must start 
in a basement room called “Rat Hell’ and 
run under the wall of the prison and under 
the outer wall to the vacant lot. The pris- 
oners were confined at night on the upper 
floor, but were allowed on the ground floor 
during the day. 

Col. Rose, assisted by Maj. A. G. Hamilton. 
began a tunnel through the wall of the kitch- 
en on the ground floor. This wall was verv 
thick, they tunneled into it. then down 
and then out of it, in an S-shaped passage- 
war The tunnel let them into “Rat Hel).”’ 
The bricks from the wall were removed in 
such a way that they could be replaced and 
the tunnel concealed.

Then he let himself down the 
side of the precipice, and was free. A crowd 
chased him through the Valley of Misery, but 
a storm coming up drove the pursuers in- 
doors. 

After nine months in hiding he attempted 
to leave France. He was caught. and this 
time sent to the Bastile. In this famous pris- 
on of eight towers he found himself reputed 
desperate and watched closely.

Public Ceremony in Park at 
Gary, Ind., Planned to Pre- 
cede Burial of Body. 


Pr the Associated Press. 
GARY, Ind., May 2.—Officlals 


investigating the murder, dismem- 
berment and partial incineration of 
a young woman, whose body was 
found a week ago near the Fur- 
nessville road, east of here, tonight 
were virtually without a clew to 
her identity. 

One man still was in custody be- 
because a relative of his wife fnade 
the verified statement that she was 


missing, but others arrested in con- 
nection with the investigation were 
released when “positive identifica- 
tions’ of the body were proven 
groundless. 

The body tonight was tn such a 
condition that permission to the 
public to view it had to be with- 
drawn after more than 1800 per- 
sons had filed past it and found no 
trace of resemblance of lost ones 
in the distinctive physical charac- 
teristics left, despite the attempt 
to obliterate them. 

As an object lesson to the pub- 
lic at large, H. A. Flynn, the Ches- 
terton, Ind., undertaker, who has 
had charge of the body, and who 
has devoted all his time for a week 
trying to establish its identity, 
planned with city officials to bury 
it, after a public ceremony in Rail- 
road Park, in the canter of the 
little city of 2200. 
funeral was set, 
said. 

Elsworth W. Miller. 
contractor, was the man still in 
custody tonight. He was taken to 
see the body this afternoon, but 
denied it had any resemblance to 
his wife. It was understood, how- 
ever, he would be taken to Fort 
Wayne, Ind., to he kept in custody 
until the whereabouts of his wife 
was ascertained.

What are tornadoes? At what time of year 
do they occur, and how may ‘we be warned of 
their approach?

These questions are answered by. Dr. Willis 
Luther Moore, probably the best-informed man 
upon weather phenomena in the United States. 
im his book, “The New Air World.” just pub- 
lished by Little, Brown € Co. For 18 years he 
was Chief of the U. 8. Weather Bureau, with 
headquarters at Washington, D. (©. Then he be- 
came professor of meteorology at George Wash- 
ington University. 


Dr. Moore disagrees with people who believe 
that the number of tornadoes is increasing. Nor 
- 


does he know of any measures which may be 
taken to protect towns in the tornado area, such 
as the suggested planting of groves of trees at 
the southwestern edge of such towns. 

But he has things to tell which are timely. now 
that the tornado season is on

y ARIOUS reasons have been ascribed bv theorists

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and steel] rails. These things have not ‘materially 
altered” the climate or the frequency or intensity of 
storms, Dr. Moore believes. It is true that as the 
country becomes more densely populated, greater 
destruction will ensue from the same number of 
storms. 

It is not possible for the forecaster to warn the 
exact cities and towns that will be struck by’ tor- 
madoes without unduly alarming many places that 
will wholly escape injury. What the forecaster does 
know is that, under the four conditions already de- 
scribed, a region about 190 or 200 miles square in 
the southeast’ quadrant of a cyclone area probably 
wiil be visited by a number of these “atmospheric 
twisters.’’ 

The Weather Bureau adopted its present policy at 
the time of the great tornado which devastated St. 
Louis on the afternoon of May 27, 1896. Savs Dr. 
Moore : 

“The abidtormal heat and humidity of a rather 
small and Weak cyclone centered in Eastern Kansas 
on the morning weather map of that day. caused 
the Weather Bureau to distribute tornado forecasts 
at 10 a. m. thronghout all of Missouri 

“The schools of St. Louis were dismissed and the 
childrek_ sent home on receipt of the warning, and 
although some eight or 19 separate tornadoes touchéd 
various parts of the State and the people were pre- 
pared for their coming, so many people were ter- 
rorized in communities that were not harmed, that 
the writer, then Chief of the Weather Bureau, at 
once issued. orders forbidding the specific forecast- 
ing of tornadoes in the future. Under tornadic con- 
ditions the forecast is for ‘conditions favorale for 
severe local storms. ° 

Some have advocated the planting of trees to the 
southwest of cities in the regions where tornadoes 
are frequent, so that the tornadoes may expend their 
energy in uprooting the trees before they come to 
the city. But after visiting the scenes of many tor- 
nadoes, and studying the havoc, Dr. Moore believes 
it would be useless—-that the iargest trees would 
offer no more resistance to a tornado cloud than 
would so many blades of grass. 

‘“When,’’ concludes Dr. Moore, “the officia! fore- 
casts contain the statement that conditions are fa- 
vorable for ‘severe local storms’ it would be well 
to carefully observe the formation of portentous 
clouds in the west and southwest, between 3 and 6 
o'clock in the afternoon, and if one with biack, 
ragged fringes on its lower edge and accompanied 
with a noise like several railroad trains makes its 
appearance, seek safety in the cellar of a frame 
house.”’ 

The “‘cyclones” of the weather map and the fore- 
caster are not necessarily nor usuaily the earth- 
ravaging whirlwind which most of us: think of 
under that name These storms are eddies in the 
atmosphere, carried along by the genera! easterly 
movement of earth's atmosphere in the middie lati- 
tudes of both hemispheres. 

But they: are not deep eddies The low marks 
the center of an atmospheric circulation of Wast 
extent as compared with its thickness. Thus, a 
storm area extends from Washington, D. C., to 
Denver, Colo., and yet extends upward only about 
six miles. Says Dr: Moore: 

“The whole disk of whirling air. six miles thick 
and 2000 miles in diameter, is called a cyclone, or 
low-pressure area. It is important that a proper 
understanding be had of this fundamentai idea, 
since the weather experienced from day to day de- 
pends almost wholly upon the movement of these 
migrating cyclones. or areas of low pressure. ane 
the anticyclones, or areas of high pressure. 

Highs and lows aiternately drift across the con- 
tinent in periods of about three days each They 
are a part of the divine economy that provides for 
the seed time and the harvest. The lows draw the 
warm, vapor-bearing currents inland from the Gulf 
of Mexico and the ocean and cause them to de- 
posit their moisture far to the north and west It 
must be remembered that, while the genera! direc- 
tion of the lows is easterly, the winds in the low- 
pressure aréa may biow toward its center from any 
direction, including the east. Thus an east wind 
would be blowiag into the face of the storm, a west 
wind into its rear.

Several months later a German with a great deal 
of money was found murdered in a flat on Rue Mi- 
chaud in Paris. The Paris police discovered that 
this German, Herr Carl Spada, a merchant of Leip- 
sig, had come to Paris direct from the kheipsig fair, 
where he had sold a large amount of goods, with a 
young French woman, a girl, who had engaged the 
flat in Rue Michaud. The girl had not been seen 
around the apartment on the day previous to the 
murder. The German’s money was gone—at least, 
there was none about. Herr Spada was a man of 
consequence in Germany. Relations between France 
and Germany were such, during those days of the 
Ruhr occupation, that France was punctilious in its 
Obligations to its vanquished enemy.
